WASHINGTON, D.C. — George Washington University National Law Center 
Associate Professor Mary M. Cheh has been chosen by the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science to preside over a symposium 
on "Striking a Balance: Scientific Freedom and National Security" at 
its annual meeting in Washington, D.C., January 7, 1982. Professor Cheh 
will discuss government control of private ideas during the symposium. 
Others participating include: 


• Congressman Paul N. McClosky (R-Calif.) discussing 

"bom secret" information and attempts to amend the Atomic 
Energy Act; 

• Adm. Bobby R. Inman, deputy director, Central Intelligence 
Agency, discussing national security and technical information 
administration; 

• Peter J. Denning, president of the Association for Computing 
Machinery, discussing staunching of scientific information flow; 
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• Attorney Harold P. Green, professor emeritus, GW National 
law Center, on Information controls under the Atomic Energy 
Act; and 

• Attorney Daniel C. Schwartz, former general counsel. National 
Security Agency, on a case study in cryptography. 

According to Cheh, "The United States government has taken new 
steps to impose secrecy restrictions on private ideas—ideas developed 
independent of government supervision or support." 

"These new initiatives," she adds, "combined with the government's 
claimed authority to restrain publication of atomic energy information 
developed from open sources, and to impose secrecy orders on and, in 
effect, confiscate all private inventions 'detrimental to the national 
security,' raise anew perplexing questions about the legality and the 
wisdom of such actions."

National Association of Broadcasters, will teach a 
telecommunications law course at George Washington University this 
spring. Krasnow will present an analysis of basic telecamnunications 
law designed for non-lawyers and will identify political and legal 
realities of the regulatory process. Registration is January 13;

The course, "Selected Topics in Domestic Policy Analysis—Tele¬ 
communication Law and Regulatory Policy," will focus on the statutory 
basis for regulation of broadcasting (and its interface with cable 
television), conmon carrier industries and other related technology. It 
will analyze principal court cases, interpreting regulatory functions of 
the Federal Conmunications Conmission, National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration and the constitutional limits on congressional 
authority.

KATHARINE GAY LAWSON, MUSICIAN, LONG-TIME D.C. RESIDENT 
WASHINGTON, D.C. — Katharine Gay Lawson, 86, a long-time District of 
Columbia resident, died at her home at the Westchester Apartments on 
Monday, December 28, 1981. She had been suffering with a lymphoma. 

She was born March 15, 1895, in Shamokin, Pa. In her teenage years, she 
was a student in a high school section at Sweet Briar College. She attended 
Beechwood Seminary in Pennsylvania and studied piano at the Von Ende School 
of Music in New York City. 

On September 3, 1925, she married Alfred Henry Lawson and came to live in 
Washington, D.C. Mrs. Lawson was a member of the Women's Board of the George 
Washington University Hospital, the Columbian Women of George Washington, and 
St. Alban's Church. She was an Episcopalian. An accomplished musician, she gave 
piano recitals at the Home for Incurables (now the Washington Home), St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, the Louise Home, the Washington Club and the Arts Club. She played 
frequently in the Sunday Y.W.C.A. Concert Series in Barker Hall in the Y.W.C.A. 
building at 17th and K Streets, N.W. Mrs. Lawson received a citation from the 
United States Navy for war work during World War II and was mentioned in several 
editions of Who's Who of American Women in the 1960s. 

Her only immediate survivor is her sister Bertha A. Gay of Washington, D.C. 

Funeral services will be held at St. Alban's Church, Wisconsin and Massachussetts 
Avenues, N.W. on Saturday, January 2, 1982, at 10:30 a.m.
